Many years ago Winston Church- 
ill was Britain’s counterpart of 
our secretary of the navy. On his 
first official visit to the British 
fleet, two years before the first 
world war, he made a remark which 
he certainly did not expect to 
become prophetic. As he stood 
watching the fleet in review he 
sensed that the very existence of 
the British nation, its livelihood 
and its safety, depended on the 
few ships passing before him. 

On that grey afternoon he specu- 
lated upon the future of his coun- 
try, pethaps the world, if those 
ships should suddenly cease to 
exist. “Open the sea-cocks and 
let them sink beneath the surface 
and in a few minutes—half an hour 
at the most—the whole outlook of 
the world would be changed.’’ He 
could visualise the dissolution of 
the empire, see isolated com- 
munities left struggling alone, and 
know that Europe would fall into 
the iron grip of the Teuton. ‘‘ There 
would be left far off across the 
Atlantic unarmed, unready, and as 
yet uninstructed America to main- 
tain, single-handed, law and 
freedom among men.”’ 

An old man now, Churchill has 
lived to see another foe threaten 
his nation, now getting older and 
weaker like himself. The British 
navy is not scuttled or sunk upon 
the bottom of the ocean. But Brit- 
ain no longer determines the 
politics of the world as once she 
did to so large a degree. And the 
United States—by no means un- 
armed or uninstructed upon the 
ways of foreign affairs—has 
emerged as the leader to maintain 
law and freedom among men. Not 
quite alone, but head and shoulders 
above all others. 


Decline Of British Power 


Two wars have changed the face 
of the world, perhaps more than is 
realised. When the last war ended 
it was assumed that wond sta- 
bility rested upon three power 
concentrations—the United States 
and the western hemisphere, Rus- 
sia and her satellites, and the 
nations of western Europe with 
Britain as the pre-eminent leader. 

| But that third power concentra- 
tion is much weaker than was 
assumed; the world now lies 
divided between the United States 
| and Soviet Russia. World politics 
must remain poised between those 
two rivals, with Britain playing 
only a minor role. For she can 
never recover her former position. 
To speak of British ‘‘recovery’’ is 
to voice a hope that has little 
chance of fulfillment At best 
Britain can be stabilised in its 
present position, but it cannot 
reach the power of position it 
once held. This may be a hard

AT THE LIBRARY 


A Book On How To Live 

Another book for thoughtful 
readers has been added to the 
Memorial Hall Library, and it 
promises to become one of the 
most discussed titles in the field 
of social philosophy to be pub- 
lished in recent years. The book 
‘*On Being Human,’’ by Professor 
Ashley Montagu, a development 
of his thesis which first appeared 
in the Saturday Review of Litera- 
ture as ‘‘Man And The Social 
Appetite,’’ is a magnificent study 
of the value of the long-accepted 
idea of the survival of the fittest. 
Professor Montagu declares that 
this theory is not only false, but 
destructive, in that it is directly 
responsible for the deplombhle 
state of ‘‘personal, impersonal 
and intemational conflict’’ in 
which man finds himself today. 


Man does not want independ- 
ence, he claims, in the sense of 
functioning independently of his 
fellowmen; this sort of negative 
independence leads to the lone- 
liness and the fears which grow 
from insecurity; whether or not he 
is aware of it, what man wantsis 
the kind of freedom that comes 
from a feeling that one is a part 
of a group, accepted, wanted, 
loved and loving. Any theory 
contrary to this leads to an isola- 
tion that is almost unknown in the 
kingdom of living form; fungi, 
bacteria, higher plants and animals 
all show a drive to form social 
aggregates.
